Now the breath and 
time spent in complaining of the ma¬ 
chinery and material* employed in 
furnish a good newa paper arc all use 
less In this noble enterprise in our 
midst, our linguagn one aud all should 
be, I will seek to poah forward aud 
not to draw back; I will strive ta 
build up aud not to p-ll down ; I will 
labor to promote tbe good cause and 
not injure it, I will siidcMVor to en- 
eourage tbe publisher with both heart 
and Land by liuidy effort and not to 
disbearten bim by untimely worda aud 
deeds I have never passed a word 
with him on tLe prosperity of the fi 
nances of bia paper, hut 1 have no 
doubt of some things.
